George 
McGovern and capturing his home 
state’s 45 electoral votes, biggest 
bloc in the nation. 


The President and his wife Pat 
voted at 7 a.m. in a San Clemente 


school library near the Western 
White House. He planned later to 
return to Washington to await what 
most experts forecast would be his 
landslide victory. 
Election officials estimated 86 per 
cent—or a record 9 million —of 
California’s 
nearly 
10.5 
million 
registered voters would cast ballots. 
Polls opened at 7 a.m. and were to 
close at 8 p.m. 
The early voting turnout was 
about as expected, county clerks 
said in Los Angeles, San Diego and 
Sacramento. 
The weather was not ideal: snow

—Meyer Lansky, 
reputed

underworld’s gambling empire, was arrested by federal agents today when 
he returned to the United States from a futile quest on two continents for 
sanctuary from American justice. 
Lansky, 70, was escorted off a Bramff jetliner from South America by 
Kenneth Whittaker, special agent in charge of the Miami F B I office, and 
several other agents. 
He left Israel late Sunday, five days before authorities said they would 
deport him if he did not leave voluntarily. 
Lansky’s arrest ended a 12,700-mile flight in search of a new home, where 
he could find asylum outside the United States. His last bid failed when 
Peru joined Israel, Switzerland, Argentina and Paraguay in rejecting him 
After being cleared by customs and immigration officials, Lansky was 
questioned for nearly two hours at the FB I building in Miami and then 
booked on charges of income tax evasion and illegal gambling.

WASHINGTON (UPI) -Richard 
M. Nixon seemed certain today to 
win four more years in the White 
House with a crushing defeat os 
GeorgeS. McGovern.

Minneapolis and St. Paul reported 
heavy snow, their first of the season. 
But in a number of key states 
voter turnout was reported heavy,

Death penalty, marijuana major issues on California ballot 


SACRAMENTO 'KIJPI i — Death and dope—specifically 
the questions of whether capital punishment should be 
restored and marijuana smoking legalized—face California 
voters on today's ballot 


(iov Ronald Reagan and state Attorney General Evelle 
Younger.both Republicans,are in favor of the death penalty 
initiative. Prop. 17, while the American Civil Liberties 
Union (ACLUi and former Gov. Edmund G. Brown, a 
Democrat, oppose it. 


The marijuana initiative. Prop. 19, is supported by the 
California Bar Association and the ACLU and opposed by 
Reagan who denounces it as an example of trying to 


"eliminate crime by legalizing things that are now against 
the law.” 


A public opinion poll showed recently that 32 per cent of 
those surveyed favor the marijuana measure while 51 per 
cent oppose it Seventeen per cent were undecided. On the 
death penalty initiative, 57 per cent favored it while 29 per 
cent opposed it. Fourteen per cent were undecided. 


Prop. 19 would remove criminal penalties against per­ 
sons who plant, harvest, process carry or smoke mari­ 
juana, but it would not legalize its sale or purchase. 


Prop 17 would reinstate the death penalty immediately 
for four crimes: treason, trainwrecking, perjury in a 


capital case and the killing of a prison guard by a life-term 
inmate. It would also empower the legislature to impose 
death on a mandatory basis for other crimes such as 
kidnaping and murder. 


The proposed constitutional amendment was qualified for 
the ballot after the U.S. and California Supreme Courts 
ruled adversely against the death penalty. 


The stage court held that it constituted “cruel and 
unusual punishment” while the federal court said it was 
cruel as currently administered but that states could 
restore it on a "narrowly defined" basis. 
Reagan says passage of Prop. 17 is essential to provide 
"the ultimate deterrence to help protect law officers who 


risk their lives every day mduiiaming the public's safety.” 
In the ballot arguments. Brown counters that murder 
rates for law officers are lower in states without the death 
penalty. 
“Would you kill in cold blood? If not, don't ask others to 
do it for you." Brown declares

Nixon's 
Cornmission on Marijuana has said marijuana is not 
addictive, does not lead to other drugs or produce mental 
illness, crime or violence. 
“ Marijuana users in America include middle-aged 
legislators, housewives, businessmen and policemen. These 
people are not criminals and the law should recognize that 
reality,” the supporters argue.

The routine public hearings include one to consider the 
adoption of the National Electric Code and the Uniform 
Fire Code; the abandonment of the westerly four feet of U 
Street between Ocean and Olive avenues and the east-west 
alley south of Ocean between U Street and the Miguelito 
Channel;

assessment for the alley between G and H streets from 
Hickory to Olive avenues. 
A public hearing of more than routine interest will be one 
to consider amending the zoning ordinance relative to off- 
street parking and loading regulations.

Standing ovation 
for 'Miracle Worker7

The audience signalled its enjoyment of Lompoc Senior 
High School’s “ The Miracle Worker” with an enthusiastic 
standing ovation. It was an applause that the cast and 
production staff worked hard for — but not entirely 
successfully. 
“ The Miracle Worker” , which opened last night and 
continues tonight and Nov. 8, 9, 10 and 11, was a play 
hampered by clumsy and prolonged scene changes, missed 
light cues, and confined acting areas. 
These shortcomings seem related, in part, to natural 
hazards in this drama that a director must reckon with, for 
William Gibson s “ The Miracle Worker” takes place in six 
locations and is divided into 19 scenes and three acts. 
After obviously much planning by director and drama 
teacher Larry Bowen and set crew, the small Little 
Theater stage is divided into two fixed settings (a dining 
room and an upstairs bedroom) and a very small area at 
stage right serves, at different times, as four locations with 
prop changes. 
A consequence of such a crowded stage was the fear that 
at any moment a chair or something else would fall into the 
audience’s lap. It also impeded scene changes. 
What is noted above, however, are only distractions to a 
play which theatergoers should put up with in this case. The 
LSHA production of “ The Miracle Worker” is very much 
worth your time and money to see. 
The plot is of the turbulent encounter between Annie 
Sullivan and the blind, deaf, and mute child Helen Keller. 
Annie, once blind herself, comes to the Keller household to 
teach the ungovernable small animal Helen, which her 
ineffectual family can only pity or love, but not discipline. 
The acting by Debbie Dyer as Annie and Shawn Laffoon 
as Helen was outstandingly moving — to laughter when 
Annie teaches Helen to eat eggs during a literal knockdown- 
and-drag-out fight, to tears when Helen first perceives 
meaning of a sign language word and the rigorous Annie 
communicates her love to Helen. 
Dyer and Laffoon’s performances are truly sensitive and 
entertaining 
The supporting cast did well. Randy Thompson gave a 
strong portrayal as the perpetual angry and disbelieving 
father. Deni Obermire was the worried, but hopeful 
mother. Deni’s voice did not always project adequately to 
the listening audience. 
Jim Hawkins played the cynical half-brother to Helen He 
was appreciated, finally, in the last scene and act. 
Costumes, by Stella Rodriguez and Saundra Garcia, 
fitted noteworthy into the 1880’s time period of the drama 
Again, this production is recommended for viewing

Third Fill vanishes 
over N. Vietnam 


SAIGON (U PI) —A U.S. F ill swing-wing Jet vanished 
early today over North Vietnam, the third of the 
controversial $15 million planes lost since they returned to 
action in Indochina Sept 28 for the first time in four years. 
It was the second U.S. jet lost over North Vietnam in 24 
hours. A U.S. Navy A7 Corsair was downed by “ probable 
antiaircraft fire” Monday 120 miles south of Hanoi, the U.S. 
command said Its pilot is missing. 
The missing F ill was flying fast and low on a solo 
“ penetration mission” —meaning it was supposed to be 
over the target before North Vietnamese air defense could 
detect it —when it disappeared, military sources said Both 
crewmen were missing. 
American jets flew just over 100 strikes against the North 
Vietnamese Panhandle Monday and early today including 
90 tactical jet strikes and four B52 missions of three planes 
each 
The raids were aimed at slowing down the flood of 
supplies that has been streaming from North to South 
Vietnam in anticipation of a cease-fire agreement that 
would freeze all arms shipments. By the same token, the 
United States has been flying an estimated 1,500 tons of 
military supplies into Saigon’s Tan Son Nhut airport every 
day since Henry Kissinger’s announcement of the imminent 
agreement. 
Seven passengers and crewmembers of a U.S. Army UHl 
helicopter were forced down by bad weather about 280 
miles north of Saigon m North Vietnamese-controlled 
territory at sundown on Monday but were rescued this 
morning, the U.S. command announced

A day at El Camino 
The principal is the boss

When a third grader was asked what he 
wanted to be when he grows up, he replied 
“ The principal.” 
The youngster’s reasons? “ Because he’s 
the boss.” 
If there’s one thing on which everyone 
agrees, it’s that the elementary school 
principal is the boss. And he gets to do it 12 
hours or more a day. 
That’s about the length of the day Jerry 
Schockmel spends at El Camino School or 
thinking about it. He arises at 6:15 a.m., 
arrives at school at about 7:20 a m., and 
from then until 5, 5:30 or 6 p.m. is busy 
being the boss of 509 students, about 20 
teachers, and a school plant that covers 
most of a city block. 
In no other educational setting is one 
man so completely “ it,” in such a wide 
variety of circumstances. 
At 7:20 a.m., if the fog has lifted, the sun 
is out, a few teachers have arrived on 
campus and Schockmel is hard at work. He 
attends to some of the paper work, sends 
out any memos that need his attention, 
hears a report, perhaps, on a window that 
was broken during the night, counsels a 
teacher on some classroom problem, 
ususally one of discipline.

Can't recommend 
County wage changes 


County Administrative Officer Raymond D. Johnson told 
county supervisors Monday his office “ is in no position to 
recommend any salary changes at this time” involving the 
county’s 2,700 employes. 
Various county employe groups, including the County 
Employees’ Assn., Fire Fighters Union and Social Workers 
Union have been pressing for wage adjustments beyond the 
2'/z per cent increases awarded to more than 1,000 
employees. 
Johnson’s office had previously been requested to report 
on possibility of a new wage formula to succeed the eight- 
county sample program which now seems to be universally 
criticized by employee organizations. 
The administrative office has been meeting and 
conferring with the five employe groups over the question, 
Johnson said, and will continue with these sessions in 
November. 
“ I would like to have this settled by early next month,” 
Johnson told the supervisors. He was asked to make a 
further progress report Dec. 4. 
Some 500 or more county employes have petitioned the 
county administration to adjust wages upward this year. 
Employees’ Assn. spokesman Zack L. Stringer said those 
county employes who for a second straight year have 
received only 2*/2 per cent wage boosts “ are having their 
standard of living lowered ” 
“ Our objective is to protect the purchasing power of 
county employes. But it cannot be protected with mere 2l/i 
per cent increases, with cost of living and inflation being 
what it is today.” 
“These meetings are a time-consuming process,” 
declared Johnson “ But we will continue.”

Commenting on one of his many 
concerns — water, Clawson said 
that som e persons 
in San Luis 
Obispo and Santa Barbara Counties 
were beginning to question the high 
cost of water from the California 
Water Project. What alternatives 
are there to needing more and more 
w a t e r ? 
He 
b e l i e v e s 
t h a t 
conservation and reclamation are 
two areas we might consider. Every 
year 
per 
capita 
use 
of 
water 
increases. We have toilets that use 
five gallons of water with every 
flush and could use much less: we do 
not use enough plants which require 
little 
water. 
Reclamation 
is 
a 
com plicated and expensive process 
because we put too many things into 
our 
w aste 
w ater 
which 
are 
extrem ely 
difficult 
to 
remove, 
especially salts from our water 
s o f t e n e r s . 
M o r e 
e f f i c i e n t 
agricultural irrigation also could be 
used. 


Clawson brought a fellow planner. 
Norman Hitchman who presented 
an interesting view of the future. 
Hitchman is concerned with the 
electronic transfer of information 
rather than the continual movement 
of people, to alleviate som e of the 
pollution problems facing man For 
exam ple, 
could not businessmen 
who 
so m etim es 
travel 
long 
distances to confer, participate in 
such discussions through a system 
of closed circuit television. Public 
m eetings of governmental bodies 
could be televised, he observed, so 
citizens could participate from their 
homes.

West was an honest man. 
His remark clearly indicated 
that he held four trumps to 
the queen-jack. It also told 
South that he could make his 
contract if West held the 
right distribution. 
South won the diamond. 
Cashed one trump and the 
other high diamond to dis­ 
card one club from dummy. 
Ruffed a diamond in dummy 
and played three rounds of 
hearts to discard his own last 
diamond, followed by three 
rounds of clubs. South had to 
ruff the last club while un­ 
fortunate West was following 
suit. 
Everyone was down to 
three cards. South led a low 
trump and West won with an 
honor and had to lead the 
suit back and give South the 
last two tricks.

Some of the lawmakers are going on to 
bigger and better things . . some are 
retiring . . . and some will be replaced by • 
the voters. 
With the election behind them, it will be 
easy to say, “Let’s put that off until 
January when we can have plenty of time 
to study i t . . . ’’ and here we go again. 
Putting things off for any reason is 
short-changing the citizen. The citizen 
deserves and demands that attention be 
paid to the massive pile of work before the 
legislature. Let us sincerely hope that our 
lawmakers get this message.

TV and the election 


There is a continuing interest in 
the reporting of Presidential races, 
and now we have a most interesting 
analysis, published by a group put

Magazine,

It is the insight of Professor Paul 
Weaver of Harvard, a consultant of 
this 
project, 
that 
the bias of 
television 
coverage 
is 
not 
necessarily 
ideological, but has 
rather to do with the theatrical 
demands of the medium. Thus the 
impact of television coverage can 
only 
be 
done 
by 
“ thematic 
analysis.’’ 
“(TV’s) principal need is for a 
clear, 
continuous 
narrative line 
sustained throughout the story — 
something with a beginning, a 
middle, and an end that will create, 
maintain, and if possible increase 
the viewer’s interest.’’ Because of 
this need, a television story cannot 
focus simply on an event and go on 
to describe serially its components; 
it needs instead a theme which can 
be sustained throughout the story. 
The bias is more journalistic than 
political. At least to a point. 
The 
natural 
tendency of TV 
coverage is to present a campaign in 
terms of ambitious men and their 
relative fortunes. The result is that 
TV 
news 
presents 
politics 
— 
especially Presidential politics ~ as 
a kind of horse race, analyzing the 
contest in such a way as to suggest 
that the substantive positions of the 
candidates are merely tactical. 
The emphasis on the human side 
of 
p o litic s 
has 
s e v e r a l 
consequences, which include a bias

in favor of amateur politicians 
(anti-politicians, you might say). 
The study examines the media 
coverage of practically all the 
D em ocrats 
who 
sought 
the 
nomination. First there was Muskie, 
the early Frontrunner. Having cast 
him 
as 
the 
Frontrunner, 
TV 
newsmen had a problem: how to get 
stories out of his advantage, once 
the 
advantage 
had 
lost 
its 
newsworthiness. 
Solution: 
ask 
whether his lead could hold. Will the 
Frontrunner falter? In the nature of 
things, he had to. He had a big lead 
when he was for all intents *hnd 
purposes the only one running. But 
once the campaign p t going, others 
would inevitably rise in the polls, 
and it wasn’t fair to expect him not 
to “falter.’’ He cried in public — a 
silly but minor incident which, 
however, was immediately seized 
on by the news industry as a 
“turning point’’; and so, thanks to 
their diligence in amplifying it, it 
became. Now Muskie was “fighting 
for his life; soon he was a has- 
been.’’ 
Press coverage of the issues was 
so 
skimpy 
that 
nobody 
who 
depended entirely on television was 
likely to know clearly where Muskie 
stood, despite his forthrightness. 
Other candidates’ stands were 
similarly neglected in the networks’ 
efforts conveniently to typecast 
them. 
Humphrey 
was regularly 
portrayed as the old war horse, 
desperately rousing himself for one 
last (losing) battle. Lindsay was 
depicted 
(unblushingly) 
as 
the 
media marvel whose slick campaign 


just couldn’t excite the voters. 
The cynicism about politicians 
leads naturally, the report notes, to 
a yearning for a New Politics, a 
“politics without politicians.’’ The 
mood produced a tendency to favor 
anti-politicians, apostles of a new 
politics. Hence, while the networks 
showed Sam Yorty’s candidacy as 
ridiculous 
and 
futile, 
Shirley 
Chisolm was “valiant.’’ The past is 
tainted, the future pure; hence 
“new’’ is not only a description, but 
a kind of blessing. The contest 
b etw een 
the 
old 
p o litic s 
(H um phrey) 
and 
the 
new 
(McGovern) in California assumed 
the dimensions of a mythological 
battle, with one of the combatants 
as destiny’s favorite. 
The conclusion is therefore that 
the 
TV 
networks 
inadequately 
reported the issues, emphasizing 
instead certain dramatic tableaux 
which, by their nature, tend to favor 
a certain type of politician. 
One supposes that McGovern’s 
post-nomination treatment reflects 
the same sort of thing: here was the 
apostle of the politics of chastity, 
jilting 
Tom 
Eagleton; 
then 
scandalously shacking up with old 
reprobates like Mayor Daley and 
LBJ. McGovern’s pretensions were 
just too good to be true, and the 
reality behind the rhetoric offered 
an angle too good to pass up. So the 
press used it to ruin him. They were 
never, on this reading, secretly 
committed to him, except as a hero 
for their entertainment. And thus 
the report’s thesis explains, in a 
way, why they finally turned on him. 
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7 couldn't plant spring flowering bulbs, this year, 
nowing that I would be bringing them into a world of 
ugliness!"

Just think what all that campaign 
money could do:

This is the time of the big shift.

Republicans 
who 
secretly wanted to be Democrats 
ever since Adlai Stevenson made 
them feel guilty; and Democrats,

confusion over our collective stand 
on Bangladesh — can now safely 
switch parties. No party is worth its 
political salt if it doesn’t have a 
group of turncoats from another 
party. 
The 
Republicans,

their 
Republicans for McGovern. Locally 
there is the same kind of thing in the 
race for assembly. 


The 
various 
third 
parties

So 
has a measure that would permit 
you to grow you-know-what in your 
backyard, and presumably keep 
your window blinds up and the 
windows open on a Saturday night. 


But all in all it’s been a ditticult 
year for the clean, cool line.
